This is to announce that the 
1962 Feed Grain Program 
opened on Feb. 5, 1962. The 
program is similar to the 1961 
Feed Grain, 

1f you planted Field Corn or 
Grain Sorghums during the 
years of 1959 and 1960, it will 
be to your advantage to check 
into this. The purpose of the 
program is to cut the amount 
of production of Feed Grains, 
thereby eliminating the giant 
stockpile of surplus feed we 
have in this country. 

If you are interested bring 
in the following information to 
the ASCS Office: the crops you 
raised during the base years of 
1959-60, and you should have 
supporting documents such as 
mvoices or sales receipts if the 
County Committee should re- 
quest documentation. 

The average payment rate in 
Palm Beach County for field 
corn is $31.80 per acre for the 
first 20 percent of the eligible 
acreage, and $38.10 per acre for | 
the second 20 percent. You have | 
your choice of reducing your | 
production of corn or grain sor- x 
ghums by a minimum of 20 per- 
cent or a maximum of 40 per- 
cent.
